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his  past  year  has  been 
an  exciting  and  busy 
one  at  the  Watson  School 
of  Education  (WSE).  We  had 
the  opportunity  to  partici- 
pate in  a  reaccreditation  visit 
by  the  National  Council  for 
Accreditation  of  Teacher 
Education  (NCATE)  and  a 
state  program  approval  visit 
by  the  North  Carolina 
Department  of  Public 
Instruction  (DPI).  I  am 
pleased  to  announce  we 
were  reaccredited  nation- 
ally and  received  approval 
for  all  our  programs.  Many 
positive  comments  were 
made  regarding  our  partner- 
ships, programs,  "cutting 


only  programs  (including 
extension  students). 

Grant  productivity  at  the 
Watson  School  has  in- 
creased dramatically  over 
the  last  year.  Included  in 
the  school's  new  grants  are 
an  Eisenhower  grant 
awarded  to  establish  a 
coalition  to  improve  math- 
ematics and  a  Preparing 
Tomorrow's  Teachers  to  Use 
Technology  (PT3)  grant 
that  focuses  on  using 
hand-held  technol- 
ogy to  conduct 
classroom  assess- 
ments. These  initia- 
tives are  highly 


issue  and  will  also  be  the 
first  three-story  building  on 
the  UNCW  campus.  We  hope 
to  break  ground  this  spring 
and  move  into  the  building 
in  spring  2004. 

We  began  this  year  with 
seven  new  faculty  members 
and  two  new  department 
chairs.  Each  of  these 
outstanding  people  has 
much  to  contribute  to  the 
Watson  School.  We  look 
forward  to  a  long,  continued 
relationship  with  them. 
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edge"  initiatives  and 
working  relationships  with 
area  schools  and  the 
community. 

The  Watson  School 
continues  to  grow  both  in 
numbers  and  academic 
recognition.  These  are  some 
key  statistics: 

25  percent  (185)  of  all 
UNCW  graduate  students 
were  enrolled  in  the  WSE 
during  the  Fall  2000  semester. 

1,100  UNCW  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  WSE 
courses  in  Fall  2000. 

In  the  2000-2001 
academic  year,  21  under- 
graduate students  out  of  185 
graduated  cum  laude,  22 
magna  cum  laude  and  five 
summa  cum  laude. 

Since  1992,  the  WSE 
has  had  a  103  percent 
increase  in  undergraduate 
enrollment,  a  112  percent 
increase  in  graduate  enroll- 
ment and  a  1,108  percent 
increase  in  enrollment  of 
students  seeking  licensure- 


collaborative,  with 
public  and  private 
schools,  businesses, 
regional  centers  and 
state  department 
divisions  involved 
as  partners. 

The  school  also  received 
a  U.S.  Department  of 
Education  Comprehensive 
School  Reform  and  Dissemi- 
nation (CSRD)  grant  for  the 
evaluation  of  school  reform 
projects  in  North  Carolina. 
Watson  School  faculty  will 
make  site  visits  to  public 
schools  in  the  state  that 
have  received  school  reform 
grants  to  evaluate  the 
progress  of  those  initiatives. 

The  bond  issue  passed 
in  North  Carolina  in  Novem- 
ber 2000  ensured  that  the 
Watson  School  would  move 
into  a  new  state-of-the-art 
education  building  that 
includes  the  latest  technol- 
ogy. The  new  Watson  School 
will  be  the  first  UNCW 
building  to  be  completed  of 
those  approved  in  the  bond 


We  have  also  added  new 
members  to  the  advisory 
board  and  are  contemplating 
a  development  board. 
Schools  of  education  must 
partner  with  businesses  and 
community  agencies  to  be 
able  to  survive  in  this 
competitive  time,  so  we  are 
looking  at  various  avenues 
to  gain  input  and  develop 
networks.  We  also  have  to 
change  the  way  we  do 
business  in  determining  our 
vision  and  obtaining  our 
finances.  UNCW  receives  a 
little  over  one  third  of  its 
total  resources  from  the 
state.  Education  receives  an 
additional  amount  from 
direct  legislative  funding  due 
to  teacher  shortage  issues. 

As  we  all  know,  times  are 
changing.  The  economy  and 


the  population  are  changing. 
We  know  our  society  is 
aging,  the  population  is 
moving  and  people  of  color 
will  form  the  majority  in 
2030.  There  will  be  a  change 
in  the  environment  of 
universities  and  definitely 
more  competition  from  the 
private  sector.  Though  we 
often  think  our  times  are  the 
only  ones  in  which  change 
occurred  so  rapidly,  I  am 
reminded  that  my  grand- 
mother was  born  before 
plane  travel  was  possible, 
and  my  sons  were  born  after 
man  walked  on  the  moon. 

What  will  be  the  result  of 
these  changes?  In  focusing 
my  recent  readings  of 
visionaries  and  adding  my 
own  ideas,  it  appears  that 
the  following  projections 
might  forecast  the  future: 

For-profit  educators 
and  businesses  will  work 
together. 

Innovative  leaders 
will  be  in  universities,  and 
not  all  will  have  previous 
experience  as  educators. 

There  will  be  three 
types  of  universities:  Brick, 
Click,  or  Brick  and  Click. 
"Click"  indicates  universities 
that  deliver  courses  and 
programs  solely  via  the 
Internet.  (Art  Levine, 
Teachers  College) 

The  best  faculty  will 
have  sports  or  movie  star 
competitiveness.  They  will 
be  offered  signing  bonuses 
and  huge  salaries,  and  they 
will  not  be  required  to 
relocate  to  get  these  perks. 

Dollars  from  govern- 
ment and  grants  will  support 
students,  not  the  university. 
Students  will  shop  around 
and  literally  complete  their 
requirements  from  several 
universities  or  a  virtual 
university. 

Students  will  have 
competency  outcome 
transcripts,  not  degrees.
